Faithful to ihit pledge, 1 shall, at one leap, 
clear the first sixteen yean of my existence, and

Mr. and Mrs. Franck, my unde and aunt, who, 
after the death of my good parents, not only took 
the poor helpless orphan under their roof, but 
loved and cherished him as though he'were their 
own child. 

This act of charity was tae n^ore meritorious, 
as Mr. Franck^s means were extremely slender. 
His annual salary, as sdioolmaster in the little 
town of Feldberg, did not exceed the moderate 
sum of seventy rix-doUars ; to which may be added 
a trifling pittance derived from the collection of a 
small duty on every head of cattle which entered 
the town, the exemption from house-rent afforded 
by the public school-hocise, and the use of a garden 
attached to it. The perquisites were trifling; 
now and then a fat goose, or a ham,' from the 
parents of those boys whose aristocrat skins were 
more respected than the devoted sedimentals of 
jrfebeian urchins; and, at Christmas time, pork 
and sausages from every house in the village, 
except the Jews. 

Originally destined to be my unde** successor, 
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IS were spared on liis part to perfect the

1 comparjflon to a parrot or magpie, to which fea- 
I tiered linguists Mr. Franck wna pleased, on such 
' aeuuDns, to like ii her. The study of numur^ 
being a favourite pursuit, oarried an by way of re-i 
k, Uutiiin et'en in hours of leisure, no wonder thai 
in this licaocli he became the theme of conversation 
Kid an orade ol consult&tion to tbe vhole tlistricC 
^ In the solution of his problems be did not at nil 
limas take the shortest road towards nmtbenu. 
i tiotl truth ; he was in love with figures, and so 
L did HDI care how many sixes and sevens trickled 
I froui hit busy quill : hut the truth be ivould huve, 
I in hit own way, to tbe lajit fragment of a fraction; 
I nothing praler propter ; he abhorred approumatiou. 
I Mr. Franck'a study of hfs veroaculiir loiigu^i, 
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the German, was carried to so high a degree of 
perfection, that he talked it differently from any 
other person whatsoever; and every such deviatioQ 
he was ahle and prepared to support, by argument 
or analogy, against any opponent except my aunt, 
whom Nature, in her wisdom, had indemnified 
by the quantity, for what she lacked in respect of 
the quality and purity of her own tongue. 

Among the functions connected with my undent 
situation of schoolmaster was also that of pre* 
centor, or leader of the vocal effusions of the con* 
gregation ci Feldberg on Sundays ; and in that ca^. 
padty it formed part of his duty to instruct the 
boys in singing choral melodies. 

Mr. Franck was likewise a great adept in the 
science of physiognomy. A small prize in the 
lottery had enabled him to purchase the work of 
Lavaier, much against the inclination of Mrs. 
Frauds; and none of the boys that entered- his 
achool were exempt from a severe physiognomical 
scrutiay according to the rules given by the g^ea't 
Swiss philosopher. 

I think it necessary to be thus particular in the 
enumeration of my nucleus qualifications and occu- 
patterns, because they more or less influenced my 
subsequent inclinations and destinies.

It may be supposed, that my unele'a qnarterly

kuggeited to him in maiiBging tliia trust de-

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of the imitation of all public accomptants. Let 
them observe the simple but efficient system of 
Mr. Franck, and the terms of ^^ Deficiency in 
Balances,** and ^^ Public Defaulters," will vanish 
from the finandal vocabulary of nations. Act- 
ing upon the broad and* plain principle, that all 
the money he received was, not as to amount 
only, but identically such as it came to him, the 
property of his employers, the dues he collected 
passed through his hands no otherwise than by 
dropping them through a narrow aperture into 
a box of block-tin. As the padlock of this box 
was opened by him but once a quarter, in the 
presence of his superior, the contents of the 
box invariably corresponded with the accounts. 
In vain would neighbours request the occasional

A MEDICAL LECTURE. 

As there was no regular physician in Feldberg, 
we had but rarely to compound written prescrip- 
tions. When any. were brought, they generally 
bore the signature of somp celebrated man in the 
capital, and frequently directed out-of-the-way in- 
gredients, which Mr. Knobelsheimer deemed un- 
necessary for the health of mankind, and there- 
foTB disdained to keep in his compendious store.

Ou 
other occasions, when casual applicants came for 
relief in his absence, I was rebuked by him for ad- 
ministering certain medicaments, although their 
■ncoessful and tpeedp effect pleaded for their pro- 
priety. This and other instances of his conduct 
remained inexplicable to me for some time. 

One Sunday, however, Mr. Knobdsheimer asked 
me to partake of a goose, which my aunt had sent

the end of ibe repast, he addreaied me ne>rl)> u

" Vour own guod sense must already have con- 
rinced you that, with the exceptiuu of a very few 
remedies of the mvnl »imtde kind, the multitariimi 
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drags with which we dose our patients are eith^ 
of no use to them, or downright pernicious. Our 
lividihood, like that of astrologers, depends chiefly 
upom thetr credulity and weakness. If they are 
cored or relieyed, it is, in ninety ^nine cases out of 
A hundred, not through our knowledge or medica- 
xnents. The self-jrestoring powers of Nature, time, 
and I may add, faith, generally do the business..— 
Faith does wonders. I have seen patients getting 
better £rom the moment they had merely consulted 
the doctor, or had my draughts in the house, al- 
thoii{^ from particular aversions, they had not' 
been able to get one drop of them down their 
throats. What are we to ooUect from all this ? 
What eilie, but that it behoves us to humour and 
foster the weaknesses upon which we exist, in all 
manner of ways ? A great deal depends upon the 
£rst interview with the patient. Here a grave, 
thoogfatful, sometimes mysterious countenance, 
tinctured with a little assumed sympathy, is ea- 
jentially requisite at all times ; but whether to 
make hght of the disorder, or, what is mostly 
preferable, to affect to consider it in a serious 
point of view, is a question of some nicety, de- 
pending upon a matured knowledge of mankind 
in general, and especially upon the particular dis« 
position of the person we have to work upon.

of the proCrasion. 

>■ So much for the beginning, my boy. Ai 
the further treatment,, there ia one thing I vould 
partimitarly recommend! whatever madicmei y 
think proper to send, let them be ooDaidcrably 
under the qumtimn absolately neueaaary. I do not 
mean by tliia, that you ahould slint your patient 
in Ihe luanlity of phiala and powdora, whii^ hia 
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purse and the distance may render it expedient 
to administer. It is the quality of the remedies 
whif^ I more particularly allude to. Let them be 
» diluted with the pure element as possible* You 
will by so doixig benefit your pocket and the pa- 
tient too. The cure will be slower, but the more 
sure, because more scope is left to the operations 
of Nature. 

^'Nature, howerer, aided by a good constitu- 
tion, although generally the doctor's best friend, 
very oftto shows herself too officious in her ser« 
Tioes ; in such cases it is our interest to damp the 
ardour of the frisky dame. To adduce m in- 
etanoe,! need only mention the case of AplU, the 
wheelwright. Wlien, in my absence, he eame to 
you witii the hurt in his ande, you gave him two 
kreutzers' wortii of spermaceti' ointment. On 
looking at his leg, I could not but marvel at the 
fdly of such an application. I substituted imme- 
diatdy tiie unguentum hydrargyria and experienced 
the best effects. The fellow has now a regular 
eore, which, with proper attention on my part, 
and the help of the lapis infemalis, may last him 
for three or four weeks to come.
